This  company  intends  forever  to  build  up  its  organization 
from  among  its  loyal  employes  who  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  or  have  in  writing  expressed  their  intentions  to  become 
such.  Employes  who  are  citizens  of  foreign  countries  will  be 
welcome  in  the  company's  ranks,  but  they  need  not  expect 
promotion  to  positions  of  responsibility  and  trust.  Employes 
who  are  not  citizens  can  readily  file  their  first  papers  applying 
for  citizenship,  and  the  company  will  pay  the  fee  in  connection 
therewith.  In  that  way  they  can  qualify  for  promotion.  No 
other  course  is  open. 

It  is  our  intention  to  complete  our  records  to  show  the 
names  of  all  employes  who  are  citizens  or  who  have  taken  out 
their  first  papers.  Promotions  to  higher  positions  will  be  made 
only  from  that  list,  though  names  will  be  added  to  it  from  time 
to  time,  as  foreign-born  citizens  file  their  papers.  Employes 
who  have  shown  their  loyalty,  not  only  to  this  company  but 
to  the  United  States,  are  entitled  to  the  preference  and  we 
shall  see  that  they  have  it.

DR.  DRINItER  TO  ALUMNI 


Conrment    Upon    the    War    Situation. 
Service  IJehigli  Is  Rendering 

To  My  Fellow-Alumni: 

In  the  four  sunlmers  in  which  the 
Military  Training  Camps  have  been 
held  the  attendance  has  grown  from 
159  at  Gettysburg  from  61  institutions, 
and  61  at  the  Presidio  of  Monterey 
from  29  institutions,  in  1913,  to  some 
16,139  at  the  camps  of  1916 — a  great 
baclilog  of  trained  men  ready  and  able 
to  supply  efficient  and  most  valuable 
material  in  the  intensive  training  of 
officers  now  under  way.  Surely  Lehigh 
can  take  pride  in  her  steady  support 
of  this  movement. 

And  Lehigh  has  done  more,  far  more 
than  this.  Slie  has  trained  and  sent 
forth  many  men  for  service,  qualified 
to  serve  the  nation  in  industrial  and 
engineering  leadership  in  matters  of 
national  defense.  Her  sons  are  com- 
ing forward  in  all  branches  and  lines 
of     service,      industrial,      professional, 


military  and  naval,  and  the  necessity 
has  been,  not  to  promote  patriotic  ar- 
dor, but  to  hold  back  our  younger  men 
from  plunging,  in  their  patriotic  zeal, 
into  military  or  naval  service,  before 
reckoning  whether  their  training  and 
abilities  would  not  be  of  more  value  to 
the  nation  if  offered  in  technical  work 
behind  the  lines. 

All  are  earnest,  ardent,  and  patri- 
otic. Surely,  dreadful  as  is  the  toll 
that  war  exacts,  and  as  this  war  will 
exact  from  the  ranks  of  those  we  love, 
good  must  come  of  it.  We  know  now 
that  we  are  not  a  nation  steeped  in  the 
greed  of  selfish  gain— that  we  can  rise 
to  the  call  of  duty- — that  we  have  en- 
tered into  this  war  for  the  liberty  of 
the  world  and  the  enforcement  of  fu- 
ture enduring  peace.  We  may  well 
take  hope  that  out  of  pain  and  travail 
and  sacrifice  will  be  evolved  the  tri- 
umph of  world  democracy  and  peace — • 
of  the  rule  of  the  people — of  the  prin- 
ciples for  which  our  nation  has  ever 
stood.

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Lehigh  and  the  War 

Faculty,  Students  and  Alumni  Are  Pi'eparing  To  Do  Their  Part— Census  of 
Alumni — Seniors  Complete  Work  Early — Farewell  Exercises 

The  service  of  Lehigh  toward  national  preparedness  through  President 
Drinker's  work  in  the  Military  Training  Camp  movement  from  1913  to  date 
is  being  continued  in  activities  now  under  way  in  which  the  President,  Trus- 
tees, teaching-  force,  student  body  and  alumni  of  the  University  are  doing 
their  full  share. 

Shortly  after  the  declaration  of  war,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  Faculty  placed  the  laboratory  facilities  of  the  University  and  the 
service  of  the  Staff  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government.  By  means  of 
question  blanks  sent  out  by  the  Alumni  Association  information  will  be  fur- 
nished the  Government  concerning  Lehigh  men  who  are  willing  to  serve 
along  lines  in  which  they  are  qualified.  Students  in  the  Senior  Class  were,  by 
special  Faculty  action,  permitted  to  take  early  examinations  so  that  some  of 
them  are  already  in  the  army  and  na\'y  and  others  are  in  engineering  and  in- 
dustrial work  of  value  to  the  country.  While  a  number  withdrew  early  to 
enlist,  students  in  the  three  lower  classes  are  in  general  completing  this 
term's  work  in  the  University, — this  in  accordance  with  the  advice  given  by 
Government  officials. 

Without  hysteria  or  display,  Lehigh  is  preparing  to  perform  her  utmost 
measure  of  duty  to  the  country.

Statement  of  Dr.  Drinker 

Accompanying  the  list  of  questions 
to  alumni  was  the  following  letter  of 
the  President  of  the  University: 

m  T  i,r  April  9,  1917. 

To  ALL  Lehigh  Men  : 

Being  requested  to  state  the  University's 
attitude  in  regard  to  the  duty  of  our  students 
in  the  present  emergency,  I  have  said  that  I 
do  not  think  the  University  authorities  should 
take  any  action  looking  to  urging  or  encour- 
aging our  students  to  enlist  for  military  or 
nayal  service,  that  being  a  matter  which 
should  be  reserved  for  their  individual  con- 
sideration and  action  in  consultation  with 
their  friends  at  home. 

We  have  actively  supported,  during  the 
last  four  years,  the  War  Department's  move- 
ment for  Summer  Military  Instruction  Camps. 
I  have  been  an  enthusiastic  advocate  of  the 
work  in  these  camps  and  have  believed  that 
our  students  could  do  nothing  better  than  to 
attend  them  in  the  summer  season,  and  I 
think  that  whatever  we  can  do  in  the  way  of 
forwarding  preparation  for  service  as  a  mat- 
ter of  education  and  training  we  should  do, 
but  that  the  University  should  be  very  care- 
ful to  do  nothing  that  would  put  any  per- 
suasion or  pressure  on  students  in  the  matter 
of  volunteering  for  service. 

Referring  to  the  enclosed  action  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  our  Alumni  Associa- 
tion in  regard  to  our  alumni,  I  am  of  course 
in  hearty  sympathy  with  it.  Somew^hat  simi- 
lar action  is  being  taken  by  the  students 
themselves  in  the  different  student  societies — 
the  Chemical,  Civil  Engineering,  Mechanical 
Engineering,  Mining  and  Geological,  Electri- 
cal Engineering,  and  Arts  and  Science  Socie- 
ties. 

*  «  *  * 

In  regard  to  our  student  body  at  large,  we 
know  that  the  attendance  at  Cambridge  and 
Oxford,  for  instance,  is  said  to  have  been  re- 
duced by  the  war  abroad  to  a  very  small 
number.  Without  doubt  should  our  country 
need  their  services  our  young  men  would 
respond  and  it  would  become  the  duty  of  the 
institutions  they  were  attending  to  make  the 
best  possible  provision  that  would  be  practi- 
cable for  the  resumption  of  student  work  af- 
ter their  service  to  the  country  shall  have 
ended. 

I  applied  to  General  Wood  for  the  detail 
of  an  oflBcer  to  lecture  on  Fridays  during 
April  and  May  of  this  spring  on  military  sub- 
jects, but  the  need  of  officers  for  active  ser- 
vice   makes    it    doubtful    whether    it   will    be 


practicable  to  arrange  for  such  a  detail.  As 
to  drill  General  Wood's  advice  was  that  stu- 
dents desiring  to  volunteer  for  such  practice 
should  organize  for  it  under  our  Department 
of  Physical  Education,  and  with  the  aid  of 
those  of  our  men  who  have  had  the  advan- 
tage of  attendance  and  drill  at  previous  sum- 
mer camps.     This  is  being  done.

Offer  to  the  Government 

The  letter  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  Faculty  of  the  University  is 
printed  herewith: 

South  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  April  7,  1917. 
To  His  Excellency^  Woodrow  Wilson^ 

President  of  the  United  States. 
Sir: 

We  beg  respectfully  to  advise  you  that  by 
the  joint  action  of  the  Trustees  and  Faculty 
of  Lehigh  University  the  facilities  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  services  of  the  University 
Staff  are  tendered  to  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment. The  University  possesses  one  of 
the  best  equipped  engineering  testing  labora- 
tories in  the  country,  also  physical,  electrical, 
chemical,  metallurgical  and  mining  labora- 
tories which  render  efficient  service. 

We  beg  further  to  advise  you  that  the 
Trustees  and  Faculty  of  Lehigh  University 
endorse  the  principle  of  Universal  Compul- 
sory Military  Training.  Our  student  body  on 
January  24  unanimously  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion endorsing  such  training  and  this  reso- 
lution was  presented  by  a  student  committee 
to  the  Senate  Committee  on  Military  Affairs 
at  the  session  of  the  Committee  held  Janu- 
ary 25.

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FAREWELLi  TO  SENIORS 


Special  Meeting  For  1917  Men — Grad- 
uated Early  Because  of  the  War 

A  farewell  meeting-  was  held  in  con- 
nection with  chapel  exercises  in 
Packer  Memorial  Church  at  7:45 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  May  7  at 
which  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Faculty  and  entire  teach- 
ing force,  alumni,  undergraduates,  and 
friends,  assembled  to  wish  God-speed 
to  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1917 
who  took  advantage  of  the  Faculty's 
offer  of  early  Senior  examinations  and 
were  then  leaving  the  University. 
These  exercises  were  in  addition  to  and 
not  in  place  of  the  Commencement 
program,  which  will  be  held  in  June 
when  a  number  of  the  class  expect  to 
return  for  the  awarding  of  degrees. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  at  this 
farewell  meeting.  It  was  marked  by 
simplicitj^  and  solemnity  befitting  the 
national  situation. 

In  the  service  of  morning  prayer, 
conducted  by  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev. 
S.  N.  Kent,  there  were  included  a 
scripture  lesson  from  Isaiah,  a  patri- 
otio  prayer  and  patriotic  hymns,  the 
music  being-  led  by  Organist  T.  Edgar 
Shields. 

After  stating  the  purpose  of  the  oc- 
casion as  a  farewell  meeting  between 
the  teaching  force  and  the  Seniors, 
President  Drinker  presented  Eugene 
G.  Grace,  E.E.,  '99,  President  of  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Comipany.  Mr.  Grace 
was  characterized'  by  Dr.  Drinker  as 
"an  alumnus  who  in  his  student  days 
held  a  high  record  in  scholastic  work 
and  in  athletics,,  who  is  now  an  active 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees." 
Dr.  Drinker  referred  to  Mr.  Grace's 
"service  as  President  of  the  great  cor- 
poration, the  Bethlehem  Steel  Com- 
pany, which  originated  the  manufact- 
ure of  armor  plate  and  high  power 
guns  in  this  country  and  which  today 
is  distinctively  the  great  source  to 
which  our  Government  can  look  for 
the  means  of  carrying  on  modern  war- 
fare and  defense." 

"Don't  be  afraid  of  responsibility" 
was  Mr.  Grace's  charge  to  the  Seniors. 
"The  problem  in  the  business  and  in- 
dustrial world  today  is  to  find  men 
willing  and  able  to  assume  responsi- 
bility.    Your  education  here  at  Lehigh 


has  prepared  you  to  lead' — to  serve 
where  your  country  may  most  need 
you,  whether  on  the  battlefield  or  in 
the  workshop."  Mr.  Grace  interposed 
a  word  here  as  to  the  patriotic  service 
young  inen  may  render  in  the  nation's 
workshop  in  such  plants  as  those  of 
the  Bethlehem  Steel  Company. 

"Your  college  training  has  prepared 
you  to  think  and  to  study.  Y'ou  have 
worked  hard.  I  know  this  because  I 
have  observed  that  the  roster  today  is 
certainls^  no  easier  than  it  was  in  the 
days  I  was  in  Lehig-h — and  I  know 
what  it  meant  then."  At  this  point 
Mr.  Grace  related  several  incidents  of 
his  own  student  life,  telling  of  his  dif- 
ficulties when  he  simply  memorized 
mathematical  lessons  before  learning 
to  reason  about  principles  and  formu- 
las. 

Touching  upon  the  sacrifices  that 
the  cost  of  college  education  often 
means  to  those  at  home,  Mr.  Grace 
urged  the  Seniors  to  be  an  honor  and 
a  comfort  to  their  parents.  "And," 
he  added,  "be  a  credit  to  Lehigh. 
Never  forget  Lehigh  and  what  she  has 
done  for  you." 

"It  is  no  four-year  course  you  are 
entering  upon  now.  It's  the  course  of 
a  life-time.  In  it  you  will  no  longer  be 
taught  by  an  able  faculty  such  as  you 
have  had  here.  But  with  what  they 
have  done  for  you,  you  should  be  pre- 
pared to  do  for  yourself.  The  rest  of 
your  knowledge  will  be  obtained  in 
the  school  of  experience.  The  same 
principles  apply  in  that  school  as  in 
college.  Those  who  work  the  hardest 
and  apply  themselves  most  faithfully 
will  stand  at  the  head  of  their  profes- 
sions just  as  these  characteristics  de- 
termine relative  standing  in  classes." 

There  are  a  few  plain  principles  that 
answer  the  problems  of  life,  the 
speaker  declared.  "You  men  have 
.  learned  to  work  hard  here  at  Lehigh. 
Continue  to  work  hard,  trying  to  do 
things  a  little  better  than  your  com- 
petitor and  do  a  little  more." 

Mr.  Grace  emphasized  "loyalty  to 
your  employer  and  a  generous  atti- 
tude to  your  asBiOciates.  Help  e^'ery 
associate  in  the  fullest  measure  you 
can,  rejoicing  in  his  success  if  only  for 
the  selfish  reason  that  in  modern  busi- 
ness organization  the  success  of  one  is 
the  success  of  all.  There  may  be  com- 
panies   with    only   one   good    man,    but 
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they  are  skating  on  thin  ice.  The 
great  corporations  of  America  are  not 
one-man  corpoirations.  Achievement 
tod'aj^  lies  in .  co-operation."  In  this 
■connection  Mr.  Grace  declared  that 
those  who  criticise  must  be  prepared 
to  rectify  what  they  criticise — to  do  as 
well  as  to  talk. 

"Don't  be  afraid  of  making  a  mis- 
take. Work  for  a  good  average;  be 
right  more  than  half  of  the  time.  In- 
tegrity and  common  sense — these  and 
a  willingness  to  take  responsibility  are 
the  answers  to  the  problems  of  life  as 
I  see  them.  Make  these  your  answers 
and  you  will  make  your  mark." 

Prof.  J.  P.  Kledn,  Dean  of  the  Fac- 
ulty, said  in  part: 

(Jentlemen  : 

I  have  been  asked  to  bid  you  a  friendly 
good-bye  ;  perhaps  it  is  because  my  long  ser- 
vice as  a  teacher  has  mainly  impressed  me 
with  the  good  points  characteristic  of  college 
students.  Let  me  touch  upon  only  two  of 
them. 

My  whole  life  through,  there  has  been 
manifested  a  courtesy,  on  the  part  of  stu- 
dents, which  has  warmed  my  heart  and 
helped  my  work.  Then,  too,  I  have  never 
known  a  timely  and  just  appeal  to  meet  with 
aught  but  generous  response 

I  always  find  myself  loth  to  part  with  a 
Senior  Class ;  I  still  feel  as  if  I  were  part- 
ing from  friends,  yes  comrades,  loyally  en- 
gaged in  the  same  work.  I  find  that  the  in- 
terest in  each  other,  thus  aroused,  lasts  a 
lifetime. 

This  year  the  interest  in  you  and  your  fu- 
ture work  is  intensified  because  the  country 
has  special  need  of  young  men  ;  it  needs  their 
courage,  energy,  enthusiasm  and  untarnished 
ideals.  Gentlemen,  it  is  a  great  thing  to  be 
young  and  live  in  a  time  like  this — for  there 
exists  now  a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  ex- 
altation which  will  mold  your  whole  lives  and 
be  of  lasting  benefit. 

The  call  of  the  country  to  you  is  a  mani- 
fold one,  but,  in  all  eases,  it  is  a  call  for  the 
best  service.  I  need  not  dwell  on  the  many 
lines  along  which  efficient  service  can  be 
rendered.  That  view  has  been  adequately 
presented  by  others.  Instead  I  will  simply 
put  to  you  this  one  guiding  thought : 

Enter  the  new  life  with  singleness  of  pur- 
pose. 

The  spirit  in  which  the  required  work  is 
done  is  everything ;  it  should  be  unselfish, 
without  thought  of  reward.  The  purpose 
should  be  to  render  the  maximum  of  service 
to  your  country  and  to  humanity. 

In  parting  from  you  young  gentlemen,  let 
me  try  to  inspire  you  with  these  four  mo- 
tives. In  this  time  of  trial,  acquit  yourselves 
like  men ;  you  too  will  be  tried,  see  to  it 
that  you  are  not  found  wanting. 

Be  a  credit  to  your  Alma  Mater  :  put  your- 
selves on  her  Honor  Roll. 

Be  Americans ;  work  for  your  country  so 
that  her  honor  and  infiuence  may  be  exalted. 

Be  citizens  of  the  World  in  the  noblest 
sense,   work  so  that  the  best  that  men  have 


felt   and    thought   may    not   perish    from   the 
earth. 

Gentlemen,  I  bid  you  God-speed. 

Prof.  C.  L.  Thornburg,  Secretary  of 
the  Faculty,  said  in  part: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Class  of  1917  : 

A  little  less  than  four  years  ago  you  as- 
sembled here  in  this  chapel,  for  the  first  time 
as  a  class  in  this  University  and  today  you 
meet  here  for  the  last  meeting  of  your  class 
before  you  go  forth  to  begin  your  life  work. 
You  then  placed  yourselves  under  the  guid- 
ance and  instruction  of  the  faculty,  and  dur- 
ing these  four  years  of  your  residence  here 
no  doubt  you  have  often  thought  your  task 
was  too  hard,  and  the  course  of  study  too 
difficult,  but  methinks  that  it  will  not  be  a 
very  long  time  before  you  will  see  matters  in 
a  different  light  and  that  you  may  then  re- 
gret that  the  tasks  were  not  made  more  diffi- 
cult than  they  were.  Oftentimes  students 
seem  to  have  the  idea  that  their  worst  enemy 
is  the  faculty,  but  I  assert  that  the  faculty 
is  your  best  friend,  and  that  ofttimes  it  has 
stood  between  you  and  disaster  in  your  under- 
graduate career. 

The  faculty  has  done  its  best  for  you,  and 
as  to  whether  you  are  a  success  in  life  de- 
pends upon  how  well  you  have  profited  by 
your  efforts  here,  and  upon  your  individual 
efforts.  You  must  now  take  your  place  and 
begin  to  serve  your  Country,  in  whatever  ca- 
pacity j'our  duty  and  your  conscience  dictate. 
In  fact  you  began  this  service  when  you  en- 
tered here  as  a  student,  by  seeking  to  pre- 
pare yourself  adequately  for  your  career. 

You  now  belong  to  the  aristocracy,  the 
aristocracy  of  educated  men,  and  you  live 
not  in  an  autocratic  nation,  but  in  a  demo- 
cratic free  Republic  where  the  highest  posi- 
tions and  offices  are  open  to  the  humblest 
citizen  limited  only  by  the  individual  capacity 
and  effort  of  each  one. 

Go  forth  therefore,  buckle  on  your  shield 
and  your  armor,  these  are  your  university 
education,  take  your  place  where  you  can 
best  serve  and  we  feel  sure  that  you  will 
succeed. 

Farewell,  God  speed  you. 

President  Drinker  spoke  as  follows: 

Genitlemen  of  the  Senior  Class  : 

To  you,  who — your  work  done — ^are  about 
to  leave  us,  I  speak  with  a  full  heart,  and  I 
greet  you  both  as  President  of  Lehigh,  and 
now  as  your  fellow-alumnus.  I  welcome 
you  to  the  Alumni  body  of  our  Alma  Mater, 
and  to  the  greater  body  of  the  alumni  of  our 
land.  You  have  passed  over  the  divide  that 
separates  preparation  from  action.  You 
spring  from  college  life,  full-armored,  into 
life's  duties  and  responsibilities.  It  has 
been  my  pride  and  my  loving  duty  to  devote 
a  lifetime  of  work  and  effort  from  my  grad- 
uation in  1871  to  the  furtherance  of  Lehigh's 
work  and  to  the  enhancement  of  her  facili- 
ties for  doing  good.  I  envy  you  your  dawn- 
ing privilege  to  take  up  and  to  enter  on  this 
work,  and  to  take  on  yourselves  the  greater 
work  of  service  to  our  beloved  country. 

You  have  done  well  to  accept  the  offer  of 
the  Faculty  to  allow  you  to  graduate  in  ad- 
vance of  your  scheduled  time,  for  as  true  Le- 
high men  you  have  well  and  faithfully  done

and  completed  the  tasks  that  led  up  to  com- 
pletion. You  have  won  out  in  the  race,  and 
while  we  know  that  "They  also  serve  who 
only  stand  and  wait" — ^you  leave  our  halls  at 
a  time  when  there  is  no  waiting,  when  our 
farms,  our  mills,  our  railroads,  our  mines, 
and  all  the  varied  industries  of  our  land, 
are  calling  for  men,  and  when  your  profes- 
sional service  will  take  on  the  distinctive 
shape  of  service  to  the  nation  in  its  hour  of 
need — at  a  time  when  Lehigh  training  and 
Lehigh  spirit  will  find  fitting  and  ample  op- 
portunity for  National  service. 

Remember  that  the  nation  needs  engineers 
and  men  of  business  judgment  and  high 
training  in  this  hour  of  trial,  as  much  as  she 
needs  officers  and  men  in  the  field  or  on  the 
ocean,  and  that  the  lesson  has  been  impressed 
on  us  by  England's  experience  that  it  is  only 
by  full  organization  and  use  of  our  resources 
at  home  and  their  management  by  skilled 
and  able  men  that  war  can  be  successfully 
maintained  at  the  front,  and  that  it  is  a 
criminal  waste  of  trained  and  efficient  ma- 
terial to  send  skilled  specialists  from  the 
work  behind  the  trenches,  into  the  trenches  ; 
from  the  work  that  they  only  can  do,  to  take 
up  work  that  others  can  do  as  well  or  better. 

At  a  meeting  and  conference  held  in  Wash- 
ington on  Saturday  last,  which  I  attended,  of 
the  University  and  College  Presidents  of  the 
Country,  called  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Council  of  National  Defence,  and  presided 
over  by  the  member  of  the  Council  having 
jurisdiction  of  "Science  and  Research  includ- 
ing Engineering  and  Education,"  the  follow- 
ing statement  was  adopted,  among  other 
Statements  of  Principles  suggested  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Council  of  National  De- 
fence. 

"We  believe  that,  in  view  of  the  supreme 
importance  of  applied  science  in  the  present 
war,  students  pursuing  technical  courses,  such 
as  medicine,  agriculture,  and  engineering, 
are  rendering,  or  are  to  render,  through  the 
continuance  of  their  training,  services  more 
valuable  and  efficient  than  if  they  were  to 
enroll  in  military  or  naval  service  at  once." 

Gentlemen,  your  lives,  and  your  talents, 
are  not  yours  alone.  They  belong  to  your 
country.  Be  wary  that  you  carefully  and 
with  deliberation  and  good  judgment  and  pa- 
triotic zeal  devote  those  precious  lives  and 
those  trained  faculties  to  tasks  that  accord- 
ing to  your  respective  abilities  can  best  serve 
our  country. 

Do  not  be  led  to  hasty  judgments  by  emo- 
tion, or  to  wrong  decisions  by  fear  of  criti- 
cism. We  live  in  an  age,  and  in  a  land  where 
common  sense — ^h'OTse  sense — ^count  for  more 
than  frenzied  effort.  You  are  citizens  of  the 
greatest  country  on  the  earth,  the  most  high- 
ly civilized,  and  the  most  peaceful  of  the 
great  peoples  of  today — a  nation  slow  to  an- 
ger, and  reluctant  to  war — but  who,  like  the 
mills  of  the  gods,  though  they  grind  slowly, 
grind  exceedingly  small. 

America  has  awakened  slowly,  but  surely, 
to  her  duty  in  this  world  crisis.  We  older 
men  can  study  and  reason,  but  it  is  for  you 
young  men,  the  bone  and  sinew  of  our  land, 
to  act.  God  give  us  the  grace  and  wisdom  to 
so  counsel  you  that  your  action  may  be  wise 
and  may  He  so  arm  you,  and  all  the  youth  of 
our  land,  that  in  this  world  battle  for  free- 
dom and  right,  we  may  be  guided  and  led  to 
win  for  the  world,  peace  with  honor,  and  the 
establishment  as  between  nations  of  the  ob- 
servance of  those  principles  of  love  and  for- 


bearance that  the  great  Teacher  taught  us 
should  rule  as  between  men — and  if  out  of 
the  inferno  that  has  come  upon  the  world 
there  should  dawn  and  lighten  into  day  as  a 
result  of  this  great  war,  a  freeing  of  the 
peoples  of  the  earth  from  the  tyranny  of 
the  few,  and  the  establishment  of  the  rule 
of  the  lands  by  the  peoples  of  the  lands,  we 
may  yet  see  that  the  great  sacrifice  has  not 
been  in  vain,  and  that  a  greater,  better,  freer 
world  will  rise  out  of  the  chaos. 

May  it  be  the  privilege  of  our  land  to  lead 
in  this  great  accomplishment,  and  let  it  be 
the  duty  of  every  man  and  woman  of  our 
land  to  serve  in  the  great  work,  with  love  of 
country,  and  love  of  right. 

We  are  here  Trustees,  Faculty,  Alumni, 
and  Friends  to  greet  you — and  to  you,  good 
men  and  true — we  wish  God-speed.  You  take 
with  you  our  love,  our  confidence,  our  belief 
that  you  will,  well  and  worthily,  play  your 
part.

Upon  invitation  of  the  Central  De- 
partment of  the  Milita-ry  Training 
Camps  Association,  President  Drinlcer 
attended  a  training  camps  conference 
of  Middle  "West  colleges  and  secondary 
schools  held  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  on 
March  24. 

Dr.  Edmund  J.  James,  President  of 
the  University  of  Illinois,  presided  at 
both  sessions  of  the  conference.  In 
introducing  Dr.  Drinker  at  the  evening 
banquet.  President  James  referred  to 
his  services  as  ChairmQ,n  of  the  Gov- 
erning Committee  of  the  Training 
Camps  Association  and  Secretary  of 
the  Advisory  Board  of  University  and 
College  Presidents  on  the  Camps,  and 
said  that  "The  President  of  Lehigh  has 
done  more  than  any  other  educator  in 
the  country  in  the  interest  of  proper 
military  preparedness."

Owing  to  the  early  graduation  this  year  of  practically  the  whole  Senior 
Class  of  the  University,  and  the  engagement  of  the  men  in  industrial  work 
serving  "war  preparednessi  and  in  military  and  naval  service,  there  is  doubt 
whether  more  than  a  small  proportion  of  the  class  can  be  counted  on  for  at- 
tendance on  the  Commencement  Day  Exercises  (regularly  scheduled  for 
Tuesiday,  June  12)  though  there  is  a  very  generally  expressed  wish  and  in- 
tention on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  class  to  return  for  the  day,  if  pos- 
sible. The  Trustees  and  Faculty,  in  consultation  with  the  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  have  therefore  decided  to  hold  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises on  Alumni  Day,  Saturday,  June  9.

This  will  enable  the  Alumni  to  be  present  at  the  granting  of  the  Honor- 
ary Degree  of  Doctor  of  Lawis  to  Wallace  Carl  Riddick,  '9  0,  now  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts,  and  the  de- 
gree of  Master  of  Science  on  Taylor  Allderdice,  '83,  Vice-President  of  the  Na- 
tional Tube  Company,  and  on  Homer  D.  Williams,  '87,  President  of  the  Car- 
negie Steel  Company.  These  short  commencement  exercises  will  be  immedi- 
ately followed  by  the  business  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association,  to  convene 
in  the  Church  at  11:30  a.m. 

Alumni  Day  will  be  made  the  occasion  of  an  expression  of  Lehigh  pa- 
triotism.

The  business  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  to  be  held 
Saturday,  June  9,  will  include  a  pro- 
posed change  in  by-laws'  and  an  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  recommended 
by    the     Executive     Committee.       The 


new  by-law  would  fix  the  annual  dues 
at  one  dollar  for  the  first  five  years  of 
membership,  two  dollars  for  the  sec- 
ond five  years,  three  dollars  for  the 
third  five  years,  and  five  dollars  an- 
nually after  the  first  fifteen  years. 
The  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ment provides  for  life  membership  in 
the  Association  upon  payment  of  $100, 

The  object  of  these  changes,  as 
stated  by  the  Executive  Committee,  is 
to  have  more  alumni  pay  their  dues 
regularly.  It  Is  proposed  that  there 
shall  be  "a  secretary  for  the  Association 
who  will  give  all  his  time  to  the  work 
of  the  Association.  As  a  part  of  this 
work  the  Secretary  will  edit  and  pub- 
lish the  Alumni  Bulletin  and  the 
Alumni  Lists;  he  will  co-operate  with 
the  University  in  soliciting  funds  for 
the  support  of  the  University;  he  will 
visit  alumni  and  alumni  clubs  in  the 
interest  of  the  Association.  *  *  *  The 
new  Secretaryship  has  been  offered  to 
the  old  Secretary.  The  old,  Secretary 
has  refused  the  new  job  point  blank."

A  new  feature  that  enhances  the 
usefulness  of  the  List — particularly  for 
reunion  class  officers  and  secretaries 
of  local  alumni  clubs — is  the  section  of 
the  volume,  "Alumni  by  Classes."  Here 
names  of  graduates,  non-graduates 
and  undergraduates  are  printed  by 
classes,  from  1869  to  1920.  Holders  of 
degrees  are  listed  under  the  year  in 
which  their  degrees  were  conferred. 
All  others  are  listed  with  the  highest 
class  with  which  they  were  connected. 

The  sections  of  the  List  include  also 
the  regular  alphabetical  list,  holders 
of  honorary  degrees,  names  of  stu- 
dents who  attended  the  preparatory 
department  of  1871-1874,  a  table  of 
living  and  deceased  alumni,  names  of 
present  and  former  trustees,  teaching 
staff  and  administrative  officers  and  a 
geographical  list. 

Alumni  are  urged  to  report  to  the 
President's  office  any  corrections  in 
the  List  and  subsequent  changes  of 
occupation  and  addresses.  The  infor- 
mation desired  follows: 

Name  in  full;  occupation,  with  of- 
ficial title,  if  any;  street  address  of 
business  office;  street  address  of  resi- 
dence; degrees  from  other  colleges, 
with  name  of  college  and  year  of  grad- 
uation.

New  Register  Presents  Record  Attend- 
ance— Statistics 

The  1917  Reg-ister  of  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity was  published  April  10.  The  Reg- 
istrar requests  that  as  many  names  as 
possible  of  prospective  students  be 
turned  in  so  that  the  Register  may  be 
sent  to  them. 

The  new  Register  shows  that  in  this, 
the  fifty-first  year  of  Lehigh's  history, 
the  total  student  registration  is  863, 
which  surpasses  all  former  records. 
There  are  88  students  more  than  last 
year,  158  more  than  in  1914,  and  159 
more  than  in  1907,  each  of  these  hav- 
ing been  record  years. 

Twenty-nine  states  are  represented 
in  the  regular  student  body  of  the  Uni- 
versity, Pennsylvania  leading  with  482, 
New  Jersey  coming  second  with  99 
and  other  states  in  order  as  follows: 
New  York  84,  Maryland  3  5,  Massa- 
chusetts 26,  District  of  Columbia  21, 
Connecticut  17,  Virginia  8.  The  geo- 
graphical range  is  from  New  Hamp- 
shire to  Florida,  to  Texas,  to  Califor- 
nia, to  Washington,  to  Minnesota,  to 
New  York. 

As  has  been  the  case,  from  early 
years,  Lehigh  continues  to  draw  from 
foreign  countries.  There  are  students 
in  the  University  this  year  from  thir- 
teen countries  of  South  America,  Cen- 
tral America,  Asia  and  Europe. 

The  summary  of  students  by  courses 
shows  an  enrollment  of  246  in  the  Arts 
and  Science  Department,  which  in- 
cludes Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor 
of  Science  students  in  Business  Ad- 
ministration, Geology,  Biology  and 
Mathematics  and  Physics.  The  totals 
in  the  engineering  courses  follow:  Civil 
Engineering,  113;  Mechanical  Engi- 
neering, 152;  Mining  Engineering,  77; 
Metallurgical  Engineering,  26;  Elec- 
trometallurgy, 29;  Electrical  Engi- 
neering, 98;  Chemistry,  31;  Chemical 
Engineering,  91.

Action  of  Athletic  Committee 

The  Athletic  Committee  of  the  Uni- 
versity, at  a  recent  meeting,  adopted 
the  following: 

A  student  hereafter  admitted  to  Lehigh 
University  frona  another  college  or  university 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  participate  in  in- 
tercollegiate athletic  contests  within  a  period 
of  one  year  from  date  of  admission. 

Any  student  holding  a  degree  from  a  rec- 
ognized college  is  ineligible  to  represent  Le- 
high University  in  intercollegiate  athletic 
contests. 

The  giving  of  financial  aid  from  any  source 
whatever  to  students  on  account  of  athletic 
ability  is  discouraged. 

No  student  shall  be  permitted  to  partici- 
pate more  than  four  years  in  intercollegiate 
athletics.

The  January  18  issue  of  "Engineer- 
ing News"  contained  an  editorial  com- 
menting upon  an  article  describing  fire 
safeguards  for  New  York  Hospital  Pa- 
tients: 

Every  engineer  and  every  official  re- 
sponsible for  the  design  or  maintenance  of 
buildings  housing  large  numbers  of  people 
ought  thoroughly  to  understand  the  great  ad- 
vantage that  horizontal  exits  have  over  the 
ordinary  vertical  fire  escapes  to  safeguard 
life  in  case  of  fire.  The  value  of  horizontal 
escapes  and  the  defects  of  vertical  fire  escapes 
were  first  clearly  recognized  and  stated  by 
H.  F.  J.  Porter  (M.E.,  '78),  Consulting  Engi- 
neer, in  a  paper  read  in  1913  at  the  Balti- 
more meeting  of  the  American  Society  of 
Mechanical  Engineers.  "Engineering  News'' 
was  the  first  among  technical  journals  to 
recognize  and  call  attention  to  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  principles  laid  down  in  Mr. 
Porter's  paper. 

As  some  of  our  readers  will  recall,  Mr. 
Porter  demonstrated  by  figures  based  on 
actual  experiments  the  utter  inadequacy  of 
the  ordinary  outside  metal  fire  escapes  or 
even  of  ordinary  stairways  to  furnish  suf- 
ficiently rapid  egress  for  the  crowds  contained 
in  many  present-day  buildings,  in  case  of  the 
rapid  spread  of  fire.  The  horizontal  exits 
that  Mr.  Porter  advocated  are  provided  by 
carrying  a  fireproof  partition  wall  from  the 
cellar  to  the  roof  with  doorways  at  each  floor, 
•closed  by  fireproof  doors.  If  a  fire  occurs  en 
any  floor,  those  threatened  by  it  can  quickly 
pass  through  the  doorway  to  the  other  side 
of  the  firewall,  and  the  door  is  closed  behind 
them. 


JPIXATION  OF  NITROGEN 


New  Pi'ocess  by  John  E.  Biiclier,  '91. 
Si>ecial  Interest  Due  to  War  Situation 

Experiments  on  the  fixation  of  ni- 
trogen as  cyanide,  conducted  by  John 
E.  Bucher,  A.C.,  '91,  Professor  of 
Chemistry  in  Brown  University,  have 
been  given  full  presentation  in  recent 
issues  of  technical  journals  which 
praised  Professor  Bucher's  process  as 
being  of  vital  interest  and  importance. 

In  an  editorial  entitled  "Intellect 
Conquers  Appetite,"  the  "Journal  of 
Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry" 
for  February  described  how  the  audi- 
ence at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  In- 
stitute of  Chemical  Engineers  in  Janu- 
ary insisted  that  Professor  Bucher 
continue    his   thirty-minute    discussion 


of  nitrogen  fixation  for  two  hours,  dis- 
daining to  adjourn  for  refreshments. 
In  March,  the  "Journal"  printed  Pro- 
fessor Bucher's  paper,  and  "Metallur- 
gical and  Chemical  Engineering,"  in 
issues  of  January  15  and  March  15, 
gave  accounts  of  his  work.  A  report 
was  presented  of  Professor  Bucher's 
lecture  on  the  subject  at  the  College 
of  the  City  of  New  York  on  March  2. 

The  new  process  for  the  fixation  of 
nitrogen,  as  developed  by  Professor 
Bucher,  is  described  by  him  as  differ- 
ing "primarily  from  all  those  now  in 
commeircial  use  in  fixing  nitrogen  in 
the  form  of  alkali  cyanides  instead  of 
in  the  form  of  oxides  of  nitrogen,  cal- 
cium cyanamid,  nitrides,  or  ammonia." 

"It  is  further  characterized  by  operating 
at  very  moderate  temperatures  such  as  900° 
to  950°  C.  so  that  it  is  not  dependent  upon 
cheap  electric  power  and  it  can,  because  of 
this  moderate  temperature,  be  operated  in 
iron  retorts.  It  is  of  the  utmost  simplicity, 
uses  iron,  which  is  the  cheapest  metallic 
catalyzer,  and  does  not  require  pure  materials 
such  as  nitrogen  but  can  use  air  or  producer 
gas  just  as  well.  It  requires  no  special  ap- 
paratus and  can  hence  be  operated  at  once 
with  what  can  be  found  in  practically  every 
manufacturing  community.  It  does  not  re- 
quire skilled  labor  to  operate  it,  and  It  is 
pre-eminently  a  method  which  can  be  in- 
stalled quickly  in  an  emergency  for  the  prepa- 
ration of  cyanides,  ammonia  and  nitric  acid." 

Professor  Bucher  cites,  in  his  paper, 
the  statement  of  Walter  S.  Landis, 
Met.E.,  '02,  M.S.,  '06,  in  "Transactions 
of  the  American  Electrochemical  So- 
ciety," that  "we  would  need  180,000 
tons  of  nitric  acid  per  year  in  case  of 
war  with  any  first-class  power  and 
that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
have  some  ready  means  of  getting  this 
from  atmospheric  nitrogen." 


FOR  WAR  AEROPLANES 

Packard    Company    Has    Developed    a 
Powerful  New  Motor 

In  line  with  its  policy  of  patriotic 
service,  the  Packard  Motor  Car  Com- 
pany began  many  months  ago  study 
and  experimentation  to  contribute  to 
the  militarj'  resources  of  the  United 
States  an  element  hitherto  lacking — a 
really  powerful  motor  for  war  aero- 
planes. While  flying  machines  had 
their  first  practical  development  in 
this  countr5%  it  has  been  in  Europe 
that  aeroplane  motors  have  been 
brought  up  to  the  taxing  demands  of 
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high  and  rapid  flight  over  hostile 
country. 

The  success  that  has  now  rewarded 
the  Packard  Company's  aim  to  pro- 
duce a  motor  capable  of  use  over  bat- 
tle-fields was  told  of  by  Alvan  Macau- 
ley,  of  the  Class  of  '92,  President  of 
the  Company,  at  the  recent  annual 
dinner  of  the  Detroit  Lehigh  Alumni 
Club.  The  new  Packard  motor  for 
war  planes  was  described  by  Mr.  Ma- 
cauley  as  being  of  twelve  cylinders, 
four-inch  bore  by  six-inch  stroke,  with 
a  weight  of  800  pounds.  At  2180  revo- 
lutions per  minute  it  delivers  approxi- 
mately 230  horsepower,  or  about  one 
horsepower  for  each  3  %  pounds  of 
weight.  When  it  is  recalled  that  the 
first  gasoline  motor  delivered  one 
horsepower  for  each  1700  pounds  of 
weight,  the  advance  in  the  art  repre- 
sented by  this  new  motor  can  be  ap- 
preciated. 

"In  general,"  said  Mr.  Macauley, 
"the  construction  of  the  motor  follows 
the  lines  of  our  Twin  Six  motor  as  used 
in  our  cars.  The  cylinders  are  all 
steel,  being  formed  out  of  solid  billets, 
with  the  water  jackets  welded  on. 
Overhead  valves  are  employed,  and 
the  motor  is  equipped  with  generator 
and  is  self -starting  and  lig'hting." 

The  development  of  this  war  motor 
was  carried  through  by  the  Packard 
Company  at  great  expense  as  a  patri- 
otic undertaking  with  no  prospect  of 
adequate  return  from  the  one  cus- 
tomer, the  United  States  Government. 


Praise  for  Dean  Schneider,  '94 

The  work  of  Herman  Schneider, 
B.S.,  '94,  in  developing  the  co-opera- 
tive system  of  education  in  the  College 
of  Engineering,  University  of  Cincin- 
nati, was  the  subject  of  a  Bulletin  by 
Prof.  C.  W.  Park,  recently  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  Education,  Department 
of  the  Interior.  In  his  letter  of  trans- 
mittal of  the  Bulletin,  Commissioner

der's co-operative  system  as  "one  of 
the  most  interesting  and  instructive 
experiments  in  education  within  re- 
cent years."

every  right  to  be  successful."

Gravity  and  Isostasy,  W.  Bowie,  '95 

An  important  publication  of  the 
United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Sur- 
vey entitled  "Investigations  of  Gravity 
and  Isostasy,"  by  William  Bowie,  C.E., 
'95,  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Geodesy, 
has  recently  been  issued.  Mr.  Bowie 
has  for  years  been  connected  with  the 
geodetic  work  of  the  Government  and 
this  paper  forms  his  seventh  published 
contribution  to  one  of  the  most  funda- 
mental problems  of  the  earth,  a  prob- 
lem in  which  both  geologists  and 
physicists  are  alike  interested.  In  his 
latest  contribution,  Mr.  Bowie  assem- 
bles and  discusses  the  results  obtained 
from  219  gravity  stations  in  the  United 
States  and  from  155  stations  in  for- 
eign countries.  Exact  data  of  this 
kind  establish  beyond  doubt  the  the- 
ory of  isostasy  which  for  many  years 
lacked  positive  proof. 

Were  the  earth  composed  of  homo- 
geneous material  its  figure  of  equili- 
brium would  be  an  ellipsoid  of  revo- 
lution. However,  owing  to  the  hetero- 
geneous character  of  the  materials  of 
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the  earth,  according  to  the  theory  of 
isostasy,  "the  actual  surface  of  the 
earth"  is  "a  slight  departure  from  the 
ellipsoid  of  revolution  in  the  sense  that 
above  each  region  of  deficient  density 
there  is  "a  bulge  or  bump  on  the  ellip- 
soid, and  above  each  region  of  excess- 
ive density  there  is  a  hollow,  relative- 
ly speaking.  The  bumps  on  this  sup- 
posed earth"  are  "the  mountains,  the 
plateaus,  the  continents,  and  the  hol- 
lows are  the  oceans."  The  results  thus 
far  obtained  indicate  that  such  is  the 
case  and  that  the  continents  as  a 
whole  and  the  larger  portions  of  the 
individual  continents  are  almost  per- 
fectly compensated  or  in  a  state  of 
isostatic  adjustment. 

One  of  the  extremely  interesting 
chapters  in  Mr.  Bowie's  contribution 
discusses  the  relation  between  the 
gravity  anomalies  and  the  geological 
formations,  in  which  he  shows  that 
the  areas  where  pre-Cambrian  and 
Mesozoic  rocks  are  exposed  at  the  sur- 
face are  relatively  more  dense  than 
the  portions  of  the  crust  composed  of 
Paleozoic  and  Cenozoic  formations.  In 
discussing  the  first  group  of  rocks  he 
says:  "It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the 
pre-Cambrian  stations  in  the  United 
States  show  an  excess  of  gravity  in 
general,  and  that  they  are  on  areas 
which  have  been  subjected  to  erosive 
action  for  geologic  ages.  We  may 
conclude  that  as  erosion  has  taken 
place  there  has  been  a  rising  of  the 
areas  due  probably  to  isostatic  adjust- 
ment." 

The  value  of  Mr.  Bowie's  work  can 
scarcely  be  overestimated  as  such  data 
as  he  gives  furnish  evidence  for  inter- 
preting past  movements  of  the  earth's 
crust  and  explain  the  basis  for  the 
present  configuration  of  the  globe. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  Prof., 
Joseph  Barrel!,  B.S.,  '92,  E.M.,  '93, 
M.S.,  '97,  Sc.D.  (Hon.),  '16.  in  a  series 
of  articles  entitled  "The  Strength  of 
the  Earth's  Crust,"  published  in  1914- 
1915,  has  described  important  investi- 
gations along  the  same  line  as  that 
followed  by  Mr.  Bowie. 


E.E.,  '97,  M.S.,  '98,  Professor  of  Phys- 
ics in  Lehigh  University,  that  will  be 
especially  welcome  to  teachers  who 
want  to  use  the  texts  and  methods  of 
these  authors  but  who  have  hitherto 
found  it  necessary,  in  using  their 
books,  to  omit  a  considerable  amount 
from  each  as  being  too  highly  special- 
ized. 

The  new  volume  is  divided  into  five 
parts:  Mechanics,  Heat,  Electricity 
and  Magnetism,  Light  and  Sound.  The 
problems — about  four  hundred  in 
number — are  in  an  appendix;  and  in  a 
second  appendix  there  is  a  short  dis- 
cussion of  differential  and  integral 
calculus.  The  authors  make  frequent 
use  of  the  methods  of  differential  cal- 
culus. Concerning  this  they  say,  in  a 
special  introduction  headed  "Calculus, 
the  Arithmetic  of  Physics": 

"The  method  of  differential  calculus  is 
used  quite  freely  in  this  elementary  treatise 
on  physics,  but  the  authors  believe  that  the 
use  of  this  text  does  not  depend  upon  the 
previous  study  of  calculus  by  the  student. 
Indeed  the  authors  are  convinced  that  the  use 
of  this  book  or  its  equivalent  is  a  necessary 
preparation  for  the  study  of  calculus ;  and 
the  authors  suggest  that  the  student  be  re- 
quired to  turn  again  and  again  to  the  brief 
discussion  of  the  methods  of  differential  and 
integral  calculus,  in  Appendix  B." 

This  book  has  the  merits  of  clear 
thinking  and  simplicity  of  expression 
that  characterize  in  general  the  work 
of  these  authors;  and,  among  some 
half  dozen  prominent  texts  recently 
considered,  it  appears  to  the  present 
reviewer  to  rank  highest.

Fritz  as  Engineer — knew  how  these 
great  men,  when  the  manufacture  of 
armor  plate  and  of  modern  high  power 
guns  were  arts  unknown  in  this  coun- 
try, and  only  in  their  beginning 
abroad,  sent  to  England  and  France 
and  obtained  the  right  to  use  here  the 
patents  and  experience  that  had  been 
developed  there,  and  without  financial 
aid  and  with  scant  encouragement 
from  our  Government,  started  here 
what  was  deemed  a  hazardous  business 
enterprise — work  that  has  developed 
and  grown  and  spread  into  the  great 
plants  at  Bethlehem  and  elsewhere 
that  now  furnish  our  naval  and  coast 
defense.  Truly  has  it  been  said  that 
republics  are  ungrateful.  In  our 
changing  system  of  rulers  the  patri- 
otic work  done  under  one  administra- 
tion is  lost  sight  of  and  forgotten — 
and  the  splendid  development  of  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Company  under  Mr. 
Schwab  and  his  able  assistants,  in- 
stead of  being  lauded  and  appreciated 
as  a  great  national  asset  managed  by 
patriotic  men,  has  been,  so  far  as  can 
be  judged  by  the  public  reports, 
treated  with  scant  recognition  of  what 
this  great  Company  and  its  officers 
have  done,  are  doing,  and  are  destined 
to  do,  for  the  defense  of  our  country." 

Mr.  Roberts  spoke  briefly,  thanking 
the  Club  for  the  honor  accorded  him 
in  this  dinner.
